here's a few excerpts from the zine scanning process: 

1. log into the scanning software 

2. take zine that is being scanned and place it down in the 
scanning table 

3. press the SCAN button and watch the light travel across the 
pages 

4. check the scan in the preview monitor to make sure 
everything looks right. are words cut off? is the text clear? if 
not, rescan 

5. after you finish scanning the zine, email the pdf to upload to 
the researcher's google drive. 4 
6. say thank you to the scanner for not giving me a hard time 
and log out

Interspersed with photography by Katrina Peterson of different 
smart assistant devices, the essays touch on the human attributes we prescribe 
towards assistants like Alexa and how they can comfort users when lonely or 
coping with grief. Despite this comfort, Alexa's feminine name and voice can 
contribute to the dehumanization of women and encourage transactional 
behaviors towards them. Their reflective questions encourage readers to 
reconsider their relationship to their devices and reflect on better ways to 
approach smart assistants.
